Others are under close 
espionage. 

Complete plans of the R. & V. Wag-

‘Moline, Ill., one of the largest in the 
state, were found in the radicals’ pos- 
session, it was learned last night. It 
and other important government works 
have been marked for destruction.

The Chicago arrests, government 
agents stated, are closely linked with 
the raid on the offices of the Russian| 
soviet government in New York Thurs- 
day. 

Under authority of a joint legislative 
committee, appointed to investigate 
bolshevik propaganda in that state, 
the state constabulary raided the bol- 
shevists’ headquarters and seized rec-

L. C. A. K. Martens, the soviet gov- 
ernment’s representative in America, 
and A. A. Heller, his commercial rep- 
resentative, were taken before the com- 
mittee and subjected to a short inter- 
rogation. They will be questioned at 
greater length tomorrow. ¢ 


Interrupts U. 8S. Plans. 

The entire transaction, taken on New 
York state's initiative, it became known, 
conflicted seriously with the govern- 
ment’s plans.

threatened July 4 outrages are a part 
of the same plot. 

If munition works are to be the next 
objective, they point out, none but.a 
band of terrorists with an organization 
similar to that employed against Gen- 
eral Palmer and the other victims of 
the explosions could create damage 
worthy of note.
